Weeds appenr even wilh the beat 
of farming, and good farmers con- 
tinue with their destruction as they 
appear from time to time. Other 
farmers make no attempts to cope 
with their. problem, and go as far as 
to. seed land that is unfit for cropp- 
ing, with the result of a decreased 
yleld and unprofitable crop. Such 
a situation is disappointing to the 
farmer and a source of trouble to the 
weed inspector and neighboring 
farmers. 


A careful decision should be made 
ag to the advisability of seeding or 
summerfallowing weed infested lands 
as the result of seeding such lands 
is generally an unprofitable crop, and 
trouble for the weed inspector, but 
the fact remains that the farmer is 
himself responsible for that situation 
and the weed inspector merely at. 
tending to his duties. 


At this season of ithe year young 
plants of stinkweed, mustard, and 
pigweed can be effectively eradicated 
by the liberal use of the harrow 
drawn in the same line as the seeder. 
When the mulch is reasonably dry 
this will destroy micic.. of weeds, 
and may be repeated until the grain 
is six inches high. As a rule this 
does not damage the grain, but in 
weed infested lands where repeated 
harrowing is necessaty it might be 
advisable to seed a lbttle heavier. 

I would ask all farmers, municipal 
officials, and citizens of city, town, 
and village, to give weed inspectors 
your fullest co-operation gnd support 
and thereby get the 
subs.

Aerial mapping is a comparative- 
ly recent development in Canada, ‘l- 
though in the last two or three years 
amazingly long strides have been 
made. In 1921, for instance, only 280 


talled 66,400 square miles, 
year the Royal Canadian Air Force 
made 4,000 photographs from the air 
under direction from the topograph- 
ical survey department. 

There are two methods of air 
mapping—the oblique and the ver- 
tical. The former method covers 
territory much quicker than the 
latter, and is practidable in fiat 
country but in British .Columbia it 
will be necessary to use the vertical 
method. 

While the accurate production of 
maps from aerial photography calls 
for a good deal of ground contro! in 
co-operation with serial worl, the 
aerial pictures are an excellent 
means of making quick maps of 
new territory, a frequent demand in 
these days of rapid mineral and 
timber development, according to 
Mr. Stewart. He states tha’ new 
aerial maps of Northern Ontariy and 
Manitoba show how detail may be 
obtained in this way that wou'd take 
years of ground work. On some of 
the Ontario sheets thousands of lakes 
have been mapped that never ap- 
peared on the records before the air 
pictures wére made.
